Red-Baiting Mayor Is Anti-Labor 


: COMPTON—Mayor C. S. Smith and three other reac- 
fidnary city councilmen were recalled by the voters of Comp- 
ton in a special election here Tuesday, September 1st. 


Those recalled include both | 
sides of two reactionary iques'! 
who were fighting each other in 
the City Council. 

Knifed Each Other 

Recall petitions had been cir- 
culated by Mayor Smith and 
Councilman Klyzers against 
Councilman Moreland and Dr. 
Dummett. In. retaliation, 
the faction represented by the 
latter two, circulated petitions 
against the Mayor and his fol- 
lowers. a 

Compton citizens freely signed 

both petitions and voted all four 
out of office. 
- At the same time it was voted 
to fill the four vacancies by a 
special election to be called by 
City Clerk Blanche Firkins. 


The issues that divided the 
reactionaries was merely the 
division of spoils, especially the 
refusal of Mayor Smith to sign 


thé pay warrant of a police chief 
he wanted ousted. However, the 
people of Compton had other 
reasons. 

Oven Shon Mayor 

Mayor Smith has a long rec- 
ord of reaction. He is the own- 
er of a chain of grocery stores 
of which one is in Compton. He 
pays notoriously low wages and 
is the champion of the “open 
shop,” forcing his employees to 
work overtime without pay. 

He was foreed to sell his store 
in San Pedro after seven months 
cf picketing and boycott by 
trade unionists there for his re- 
fusal to sign with the Retail 
Clerks Association. 

-A member of the American 
Legion, Mayor Smith is also a 
notorious red-baiter. He was re- 
sponsible for the break-up ot 
Communist Party meetings in 
Compton, including one in 
March, 1934, in the city band- 
shell, for which a permit had 
been secured from the city ad- 
ministration. 

Recentiy the mayor tried to 
force through an anti-picketing 
ordingnce aimed at trade union- 
ists who were picketing his 
stores for handling unfair prod- 
ucts. Protests committees bcfore 
ihe City Council, consisting of 
representatives of the Compton 
local of thé Carpenters’ Union, 
the Workers’ Alliance and the | 
Communist Party, forced the 
souncil to abandon this action. ' 

Communist spokesman on this | 
xccasion was Tom Cooney, candi- 
jate for state assembly in the 
39th district. 

Sued Union for Picketing 

Later the mayor filed suit for 
$5000 and an injunction aganist 
‘he Bakery Workers’ Interna- 
tional, which had maintained the 
otcket line in front of his Comp- 
‘on store. 

While candidacies have not 
-yet been filed for. the replace- 
ment election, it is' believed pos- 
‘ible that a ticket will be put 
-nto , the field by progressive 
‘crces including a farmer-labor 


‘lub which has been growing in 


Compton .in recent months.

'BROWDER BACK 
IN HOME TOWN 


Big Welcome For CP 
Candidate For 
President 


WICHITA, Kan.—Returning to 
the scene of his boyhood, Earl 
Browder, Communist candidate 
for President; received a rousing | 
welcome here last week as he 
delivered a brilliant speech 
branding the Landon-Hearst-Lib- 
erty League alliance as the 
avowed enemy of everything 
progressive. 

Browder described ‘Governor 
Landon as “an ideal figurehead 
behind ‘whom the Fascist-minded 
men of Wall Street hope to carry 
cut their desire for the estab- 


lishment of Fascism in Amer- 
ica. ; 
It was the first Communist 


meeting ever held in the city, 
Browder’s birthplace. 

“New John Brown” 
State Organizer Max Salzman 
introduced Browder “as the man, 
who, unlike. Governor Landon, 
really represents that fighting, 
progressive spirit of Kansas em- 
bodied in the tradition of John 
Brown.” 
Browder made his first ap- 
pearance here since he left the 
city in 1912 to go to Kansas City 
and subsequently to prison for 
his opposition to the World War. 
Tne audience of .600 represent- 
ed a cross-section of the city, 
with many trade _ unionists, 
Negroes, business men and _ pro- 
fessional workers attending. ° 
Old friends greeted the Com- 
munist candidate, recalling his 
eariy devotion to the working 
class afid his attempt to organ- 
ize a clerks’ union in the city 
while ‘still a boy. 
Browder also spoke over radio

Landon Bars Aid 
To Negroes In 
Cwn State 


NEW YORK. on startling rec- 
ord of suffering among.the Neg- 
ro people of Governor Landon’s 
state of Kansas, is revealed by 
Lester Granger, secretary of the 
Workers Bureau of the National 
Urban League. 

Unemployment among Negroes 
is twice as high in Kansas. as it 
is in the country as a whole, 
judging by relief figures, with 
20,773 Negroes on relief in Kan- 
sas, one-third of the entire Neg- 
ro population of the state. 

In 1932, when Landon became 
governor, Negro families re- 
ceived an average of less than 
$3 per week in relief payments, 
and their rent was not paid. 


Under Landon payments. to 


«| Negroes have been reduced. Kan- 


sas regularly grants Negroes less 
relief than whites, Granger said. 

In January, 1934, Negroes com- 
posed 13.3 percent of those on 
relief, although onjy 4 percent of 
the state’s poulation is “Negro. 
Since then, percentage of Neg- 
roes among relief ‘recipients has 
risen, 

“Thorough investigation _re- 
veals no effort by the Landon 
administration to aid the Neg- 
roes as such,” said Granger.

Lynch Mob Almost 
Gets Miner 


YREKA.—While State Attor- 
ney General U.S. Webb and Gov- 
ernor Merriam smugly stated 
that there was “no danger of 
lynching” John Sayong, miner, 
narrowly escaped a lynch mob 
here because of a “striking re- 
semblance’ to John Brite, one 
of two brothers accused of mur- 
dering.two deputy sheriffs and 
One other man. 

When Sayong was threatened 
with lynching, one high official, 
who was not named, stated: 

“There are plenty of men here 
with rope in the ‘back of their 
cars. I know at. least 100 men 
who are ready to go.” 

Juror Incites Lynching | 

When District Attorney James 
Davis sought to show at the 
coroner’s inquest that the Brites 
shot in self-defense following a 
provoked fight by the deputies, 
One coroner’s juror shouted: ‘All 
we want to know is who killed 
these three men!” 

The juror, Herbert Johnson 
of Fort Jones, a retired army 
officer, charged Davis with being 
a “defense attorney” following 
the inquest, and shouted: 

“I want to be one of the men 
to help on the ropes:when they 
get the Brites! The dirty rats!” 

And yet, with this lynch at- 
mosphere participated in even by 
officials, Governor Merriam and 
Attorney General Wébb say there 
is “no danger of lynching!”

Union Problems 

In those cases where all com- 
rades belong to one local, the 
unit was to organize its agenda 
in such a manner that every 
other week it discusses primarily 
the union problems and the al- 
ternating weeks the Party cam- 
paigns in relation to the prob- 
lems. in the Union. 

In those cases where the com- 
rades belong to several unions 
(culinary, metal, etc.) separate 
fraction. meetings of the com- 
rades in each one of the unions 
be held so as to guarantee a 
thorough discussion of the prob- 
lems of each union. This has 
really helped to improve the 
work of the units. and of our 
comrades with the result that 
in some _ instances 
past few weeks these units have 
really begun to build the Party. 

A great deal of attention was 
also paid on methods to bring 


the election campaign before the. 


workers in these industries and 
‘especially. winning the members 
of the unions for the Farmer- 
Labor Party. 

To help in this connection, the 
conferences adopted the decision 
to issue Party industrial bulletins 


which would pring these issues 
before the orkers. In some 
other cases, |Party candidates 


é unionists, are or- 
ganizing clubs around themselves 
and our national candidates to 
activize non-Party peopte in the 
campaign, etc. 

A series of other proposals 
were adopted. But to guarantee 
that there will be a definite im- 
provement in the life and work 
of the industrial units it was 
agreed to hold regular meetings 
of iridustrial unit and shop unit 
organizers for periodical check- 
‘fp and exchange of experiences. 

Street Units and Branches’ 

There was little experimenta- 
tion with branches in Califor- 
nia, with the exception of Los 
Angeles and San Francisco. In 
Los Angeles one branch’ was 
established many months ago, 
but was liquidated in a few 
weeks without a thorough an-

properly. 

A second branch was estab- 
lished in another section of the 
city which became purely a

These experiences were seri- 


ously discussed. In Los Angeles 
the whole significance of the 
branch form of organization as 
a means of adapting our Party 
organizational form in the neigh- 
borhoods to the political life and 
traditions of the American peo- 
ple and connect ourselves up 
more intimately with their is- 
sues, was not sufficiently 
grasped. 

At the San Francisco confer- 
ence there was practically a 
unanimous endorsement of the 
branch form, with large num- 
bers of the delegates express- 
ing their opinions on just how 
they suggest the branch be built 
in their particular vicinity. 

Life of Street Units: 

The center of the discussion 
still remained therefore the 
work and life of the existing 
street units. Here glaring weak- 
nesses were exposed in Los An- 
geles, San Francisco, Oakland, 
and other county organizations. 


There were still too many small} 


units of nine and ten which had 
weak leadership, were isolated 
from the neighborhoods %and 
mass organizations, did not know 
and were not doing anything 
to find out the issues and prob- 
lems of the neighborhood, the 
composition of the ,spopulation, 
the political affiliation of the 
peaple in the neighborhood, etc. 

As a result many of these units 
were stagnating, had not recruit- 
ed new , Party members for 
months and had little contact 
with non-Party people. 

It was the opinion of the con- 
ference to enlarge these units 
as a step in the direction of 
building branches wherever pos- 
sible, primarily to strengthen the 
leadership and to more broadly 
distribute the tasks of the Party. 

The counties and sections were 
asked to survey carefully the 
territory and select a definite 
number of precincts for each 
unit with which the units sheuld 
become ‘acquainted. Precinct 
lists of registered voters to be 
secured by the units to analyze 
the composition of the territory 
and work out plans of how to 
reach first of all the workers in 
that neighborhood, 

The conferences also discussed 
in quite detail the methods and 
forms of agitation in the neigh- 
borhoods so as to éncourage the 
issuance of leaflets and bulletins 
by the various units, utilizing al- 
ready some of the good experi- 
ence in this connection as ex- 
amples of how this could best be 
carried out, Emphasis was laid 
especially on the activity of 
each comrade and the discussion 
ard aid to comrades so that they 
can conduct more effective work. 

Already some results are evi- 
dent even here. But the problem 


which requires serious attention 
and consideration by the lead- 
ing bodiés to overcome the ob- 
stacles which stand in the way 
of building really alive and re- 
sponsible Party. organizations, 

Some General Conclusions 

There were a number of other 
decisions of these conferences 
which affect all types of units. 
For’ instance on taking. minutes.

1934 no minutes were kept in 
the units, Naturally, no one knew 
what the decisions were and no 
ade. A general 
laxity in discipline followed.

work and individual responsibil- 
ity. Careful attention had to be 
given to this problem since in 
but few cases did we find that 
the executive committees func- 
tioned. 


The education of new mem- 
bers, of the members of the 
units, of the contacts the units 
had, of leading comrades in the 
unit, all received attention and 
definite proposals worked out to 
improve the situation in the 
Party. 


All conferences clearly voiced 
their approval ,to eliminate all 


words and forms of organization | 


which were not familiar to the 
American people, making a 
whole series of proposals: “offi- 
cers’ instead of ‘functionaries’; 
éxecutive .committees instead of 
buros; assembly districts instead 
of sections, etc. 

It is the opinion of the Siate 
Executive Committee that if 
these conferences are properly 
followed up good results willbe 
attained by the Party in Cali- 
fornia., It is our job not only 
to’ discuss more thoroughly with 
every unit how to improve its 
work, but to also make the 
county and section organizations 
more responsible in giving direct

Break-neck Speed-up 

The truckers in the pineapple 
canery are ‘those people . who 
travel at break-neck speed un- 
loading pineapples at the rate 
of frome 130 to 200 carloads a 
day at the peak, of the season. 

They receive ‘the tremendous 
sum of 30 cents an hour and 
ihey must load 5 crates on each 
truck. 

This means that one must have 
stamina and endurance to be 
able to endure this al] day. 

By way of comparison allow 


us to state that the longshore-' 


men-on the marnland here’ re- 
ceive for the same work, 99 
cenis an hour and all they are

After looking at their «abode 
we further pursued our task of 
finding out the conditions un- 
der which they existed, and 
found they must pay 25 cents for 
a quart of milk and 50 cents for 
aS half pint of cream. 

he rest of the food was com- 
paratively high. 

Not having the means to ob- 
tain substantial food, naturally 
their resistance to. disease was 
very low. So as a result of our 
investigation, we got our answer 
as to why the Bee ie of tu- 
berculosis is so grg 

It would be unfair a the pine- 
apple industry for us to say that 
these conditions. only existed 
there, for the pineapple industry 
is only the second largest; so let 
us take a tour through the larg- 
est industry, namely, cane sugar, 
and seé what the ries a a are 
there. 

Cane Sugar Industry 

On the -Island of Oahu the 
workers in ‘the cane fields re- 
ceive $1.00 per day, and that in- 
cludes their hospitalization and 
a home, consisting of from one 
to two rooms, if they have a 
family. 

If they are single they live*in 
a dormitory (but not the kind

ings they must purchase them- 
selves, and as a general rule 
thgy do not have the money to 
expend for these necessities, so 
they purchase their necessities 
from the “Company Stores” on 
credit. This privilege costs them 
more than if they would borrow 
the money and make the same 
purchases elsewhere. 


As a result of purchasing from 
the company stores and receiv- 
ing so little for their work, they 
are virtual slaves,to the com- 
pany. 

Not being able to repay all 
they owe the company they must 
continue to work until they do 
repay and the longer they stay 
the less chance they have of re- 
paying the. company. 

“The Weed Gang” 

On the Island of Maui and 
Hawaii the workers on the sug- 
ar plantations receive 95 cents 
a day, 
“weed gangs.” These 
gangs” are children from the 
time they are old enough to be 
able to hold a hoe and pull 
weeds in the sugar plantations 
until they are old enough to lie 
about thejr, age, in order.to re- 

elve permanent emplkcymentt. 

During the summer vacation, 
when these children should be 
playing and enjoying life, they 
must work from 6 a .m. to 3 
or 4 p. m. 


In the winter they only work 


on Saturdays and Sundays. 
In the year 1924 these workers 


tried to strike for a better place | 


to live in and a little more with 
which to increase their purchas- 
ing power. They were starved 
out until they were placed back 
into bondage and wage: slavery. ° 


No. strangers are allowed on|‘ 


these plantations, lest they or- 
ganize these people. 


In the Sugar Mills 

From here we went to the 
sugar mills to see how they re- 
duce ‘the sugar cane to brown 
sugar. 

When we got to the island of 
Maui we immediately went to 
the largest sugar mill on the 
istand. Incidentally it:is the 
largest mill of the islands. We 
found that it was equipped with 
the .most modern machinery and 
eecupied six floors of space. 

This up-to-the-minute mill em- 
ploys only 150 people, so highly 
ntechanized is the production of 
sugar. 

These people work in a place 
so hot that as we watched them 
working, stripped to the waist, 
and perspiring freely, we just 
remarked about it-and felt sorry. 

‘But as we left this place we 
noticed that we, who were only 
watching them work, were also 
drenched in perspiration. 

For this the highest wages paid 
is $1.30 per day and others in 
the mill receive as low as 18 
cents per hour. 

These, men also live in quar- 
ters like those we have hereto- 
fore described. 

This now leads us to the ques- 
tion of domestic help. They are 
the least paid of all help on the 
Island. 

The average wage is from $9 
to $15 per month, very few re- 
ceiving the top figures, 

For this gracious’ sum, they 
must‘ get up anywhere from 5 
and work all day and 
sometimes until 7 and 8 p. m. 

Their duties consist of regular 
house duties and cooking and

CHINA LIVES 


And Here Is Proof 
Of It 


HE police raid on the Futan 

University (Shanghai), in 
the early. morning one day this 
year, is a matter well known to 
careful observers of develop- 
ments in the Far East. The fol- 
lowing is an eye-witness account 
of what has happened during the 
raid. It was translated from a 
letter which appeared in “Au 
Secours de la Patrie,” a Chinese 
newspaper. published in France. 


(TRANSLATED BY MING) 
Dear Sister:— 


May I give you an account of 
the raid on the Futan University. 
In the wee hours of the morn- 
ing—to be exact, three o’clock in 
the morning—a Futan student, 
a running dog oi the Blue Shirts 
(Fascists), led a pack of civilian- 
clothed police, marched into the 
women’s dormitory. As a rule, 
the dormitory is locked during 
the evening. 


The renegade student, how- 
ever, showed herself to be quite 
familiar with the inrfer condi- 
tions of the dormitory. Wit 
bothering anything abdut a 
written permission from. the 
| authorities or the principle, she 
went directly to the matron, 
there, after resorting to all sorts 
of intimidation, finally forced 
the latter to ring the dormitory 
bell—a signal that all the rooms 
should be opened for inspection. 


Later, it was found out that 
the one who led the raid is the 
mistress of the chief of XX bu- 
reau, who has come to the dor- 
mitory “to break up a love-nest,” 
where her purported husband 
was Supposed to be found. 

Without any success in locat-|} 
ing the whereabouts of her hus- 
band, she did however succeed 
in arresting some 180 coeds. 

Such a large number of para- 
mours for one male—never heard 
of before! Outside the dormi- 
tory, eight more coeds were ar- 
rested at the same time. 


A Fascist Spy 


During the confusion! of 
searching and ,arresting, » our 
high-heeled, fur-wrapped, \and 


love-nest-breaking mistress \ of 
high /official—unfortunate for 
her that she could not run faster 
—was caught by some of the 
students. In desperation, she 
babbled out the following con- 
fession: that she is a running 
dog in the Blue Shirts, paid $30 
monthly for her work; that for 
the arrest of a student, she is 
paid $30, and for the assassina- 
tion. of a student, $60; and that 
all the student fascists in the 
school are paid on the same 
scale.

Numeroys arrests have thus 
been made before, and students 
arrested are mostly the honest 
elements fighting for the Jiber- 
ation of their country.

Causes 

Painful menstruation, 
or dysmenorrhea, may 
be caused by any of the infections and tumors 
chat affect the pelvic organs. If this is the case, | 
which of course only an examination can deter: . 
mine, the pains will probably continue until the, - 
pelvic disease is cured. ~ . 

Where no other disease can be found, generally 
changing to a more healthy mode of living will . 
clear up the condition causing the cramps. It is 
interesting to note that among women who en-— 
gage in vigorous labor under healthy conditions, 
mentsrual cramps are almost unknown. . 

Most important is to’ get plenty of exercise, 
out of doors if at all possible. This should be 
carried on even during the menstruation and not’ 
stay in bed.as so many women do. For women 
that are unable to follow some outdoor sporf> 
the following exercises have been devised fors:. 
sufferers from the cramps.

NEW YORK.—Defying. the sus- 
pension. order of the American 
Federation of Labor executive 
council, the Intl. Ladies Garment 
Workers Union has asked Pres. 
William Green of the A.F.L. that 
the decision be left to the feder- 
ation’s, convention in Tampa in 
November. 

A. Democratic Solution ,, 
“Our international would re- 
gard a decision coming from the 
zonvention as a democratic solu- 
tion of the critical ‘controversy 
that is at present facing organ- 
ized labor and would comply 
with its action,” the letter, which 
was signed by Pres. David Du- 
binsky of the IL.G.W.U., de- 
glared. 

Tracing the union’s 36 years 
in the A.F.L. and describing the 
relationship between the gar- 
yment workers and the A.F.L. 
leadership as “invariably amic- 
able and cordial,” the letter nev- 
ertheless stated that the’ union 
believed the suspension order 
“excessive of the council’s au- 
thority under the constitution of 
the American Federation of La- 
bor.” 

“We further declare that our 
affiliation with the Committee 
for Industrial Organization is a 
prerogative and a right which 
our position as an autonomous 
and self-governing international 
in the A.F.L. fully «warrants,” 
‘Dubirisky wrote. 

Continuing, the letter says: “In 
the name of unity in the labor 
movement and in the hope that 
it is still not too late to avert 
a tragic division in the ranks of 
organized labor, we reiterate our 
request that the executive coun- 
cil lift this order of suspension 
and refer the matter to the next 
convention of the federation... 
at which all the international 
unions may be fully represented, 
for full consideration and dis- 
cussion.”
